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Mr*  Mayor,  Alderman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1963. 

Population 

The  Registrar  G-eneral’ s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population 
was  2,96c  which  was  an  increase  of  220  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Live  Births  and  Birth  Ra.be 

The  number  of  live  births  was  39  (33  M,  26  F. )  which  was  an  increase 
of  3  from  that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  crude  birth  rate  was  accordingly 
20.27,  after  adjustment  by  the  Registra  C-eneral’ s  Comparability  factor  which 
is  computed  from  a  population  standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution  and 
allov/s  valid  comparison  with  other  Districts  the  rate  becomes  22* 7C;  this 
being  hi^er  than  that  of  18.2  for  England  and  "Wales. 

St  illb  irt  h  s  and  _R^_e 

Two  stillb-'  :hG  were  registered  and  the  corresponding  rate  per  1,000 
total  (live  and  still)  births  v/as  32,79,  compared  v/ith  that  of  17*3  for 
England  and  Wales. 

Irifant  Mortality  and  Rate 

Tv/o  infant  deaths  were  registered  and  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 
was  accordingly  33*90  in  comparison  v/ith  that  of  20*9  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  causes  of  death  v/ere:- 


i.  Prematurity 
Intracranial  Haemorrhage, 

Breech  delivery. 

ii.  Cardiac  failure 
Endo-myocardial 

(These  figures,  hov/ever,  are  too  smald.  for  valid  statistical 
comparisons). 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

This  ra'^e  V7as  nil  as  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  from  Pregnancy, 
Childbirth  and  Abortion  and  is  a  general  index  of  the  high  standard  of 
modern  obstetric  practice. 

Total  Deaths  and  Death  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  39  (27  M.  12  F.)  and 
the  crude  death  rate  was  13*18,  which,  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar 
General's  Comparability  Factor,  as  for  births,  becomes  11.20  compared  with 
that  of  12.2  for  Engj.And  and  Wales. 

The  chief  group  cause  of  deaths  was  from  the  natural  causes  of  death 
amongst  the  aged,  i.e.  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions 
of  the  Nervous  System,  of  which  there  Y/ere  23  in  number. 
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Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  v;as  the  cause  of  six  deaths, 
all  male,  in  the  following  age  groups:-  4  between  65  -  75  yrs.  and  2  over 
75  years. 

Cancer  was  the  cause  of  eight  deaths  in  the  follov/ing  age  groups 
5  between  55  ”  -64  yrs. ,  and  3  between  63  -  74  years. 

Cancer  of  the  Lungs  and  Bronchus  caused  two  of  those  deaths,  in  the 
following  age  groups:-  1  between  55  “  64  yrs.  and  1  between  63  -  74  years. 

Cancer  of  the  stomach  was  the  cause  of  three  of  those  deaths  in  the 
following  age  groups:-  2  between  35  -  64  yns. ,  1  between  65  -  74  yrs. 

The  other  causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no  exceptional 
mortality. 

Infectious  Diseases 

Apart  from  the  bi-ennial  outbreak  of  Measles,  the  incidence  of  Infectious 
Diseases  v/as  very  lov/. 

None  of' the  more  serious  infections,  such  as  Poliomyelitis,  Typhoid  and 
Paratyphoid  fevers.  Diphtheria,  Bacterial  Meningitis  and  others,  was 
notified. 

Measles  . 

The  expected  bl-ennial  outbrealc  of  Measles  occurred,  125  cases  having 
been  notified,  l.-.t  there  v/ere  no  deaths.  The  more  serious  complications 
of  former  yeai'S,  namely  Broncho  pneumonia.  Acute  Suppurative  Otitis  Media, 
and  rarely  Acute  Encephalitis,  are  nov/  relatively  infrequent  and  when  the 
former  ty/o  occur,  treatment  with  Antibiotics  is  usually  specific. 

^Yhooprng  Cough 

Only  four  cases  v/ere  notified,  which  may  be  attributed  to  the 
vaccination  scheme.  The  conquest  of  this  distressful  and  dangerous  children’s 
disease  would  be  an  important  milestone  in  the  progress  of  medical  science. 

Sc  ar  let_Fe  ver 

One  sporadic  case  of  this  infection  was  notified.  In  contrast  with  former 
years,  the  virulence  of  this  infectious  disease  has  declined  and  the  majority 
of  cases  are  now’  treated  at  home.  The  serious  complications  of  former  years 
namely  Carditis,  Acute  Suppurative  Otitis  Media,  and  Acute  Nephritis  are 
comparatively  infrequent,  although  the  latter  occurs  unexpectedly  from  time 
to  time. 

Acute  Pximarv  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia 

Six  cases  of  this  illness  were  notified.  Including  the  secondary 
Pneumonias,  v/hich  s,re  not  notifiable,  there  were  no  deaths,  in  all  probability 
due  to  specific  treatment  with  the  Sulpha  drugs  or  Antibiotics. 

Tuber-culosis 

It  is  noteworthy  to  record  that  no  new  cases  of  Respiratory  and 
non-Re spir at ory  Tuberculosis  Were  notified. 

Also  there  were  no  deaths  which  is  a  reflection  of  the  efficacy  of  modem 
treatment. 

In  conclusion,  I  v/ould  state  that  the  Public  Health  of  the  Borough 
was  very  satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  and  also  I  would  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  your  interest  in  the  Department  and 
the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  efficiency.
